In the 1958 Fall Classic, he drove in what proved to be the 
game-winning run with a 10th-inning RBI single in Game 6 to force a decisive Game 7, where he hit 
a three-run HR in the eighth inning of the Yankees’ victory.

RETURN TO THE POSTSEASON: With their win on 
9/30 at Toronto and the Angels’ loss in game two of 
their doubleheader at Texas, the Yankees earned a spot 
in the 2012 postseason...with their win in the final 
regular season game vs. Boston, the Yankees clinched 
the AL East Division title for the 13th time in the last 

17 seasons...this season marks the 17th postseason

Nolan Ryan each accomplished the feat from 1972-74. 


Had his streak of five straight years with at least 17 wins 
snapped in 2012...was the first pitcher to accomplish the 
feat since Randy Johnson did so in six straight seasons 
from 1997-2002...from 1976-2011, the only other pitchers 
to accomplish the feat were Greg Maddux (1997-2001) and 
Roger Clemens (7 straight seasons, 1986-92) according to 
the Elias Sports Bureau. 

Has tossed at least 200.0IP in each of the last six seasons 
(2007-12), joining Mark Buehrle as the only left-handers to 
reach the plateau in each season over the span...included 
a stretch of five straight season with at least 230.0IP from 
2007-11...according to Elias, since 1990, just two other 
pitchers had streaks as long as Sabathia’s: Randy Johnson 


marked the most such victories by a pitcher since 
Catfish Hunter compiled 210 wins before his 32nd 
birthday in 1978. ..according to Elias, the last eight 
pitchers with at least 186 wins before turning 32 
are all in the Hall of Fame: Bob Feller (208, 1950), 
Hal Newhouser (200, 1953), Robin Roberts (206, 
1958), Don Drysdale (202, 1968), Juan Marichal 
(191, 1969), Ferguson Jenkins (191, 1975), Jim 
Palmer (194, 1977) and Hunter... Elias also notes 
that over the last 100 years, only three other 
pitchers reached their 32nd birthday with as many 
wins and as high of a career winning percentage 
as Sabathia: Christy Mathewson (306-141, .685), 
Grover Alexander (192-89, .683) and Juan Marichal 
(191-88, .685). 


(1998-2002) and Kevin Brown (1996-2000)...was the first Yankees pitcher since Ed Figueroa (1976-78) and first 
Yankees LHP since Fritz Peterson (1969-72) to record at least 230.0IP in three-or-more consecutive seasons. 
Has recorded at least 139K in each of his 12 Major League seasons, just the third Major Leaguer in the Modern 
Era to record as many or more strikeouts in each season from the start of his career, joining Tom Seaver (first 12 
seasons, 1967-78) and Don Sutton (first 13, 1966-78).

> Was 15-6 with a 3.38 ERA (200.0IP, 75ER) and 197K in 28 starts for the Yankees. ..marked his sixth straight season 
with at least 15 wins and 200.0IP, making him the only pitcher to accomplish the feat since 2007...struck out 
8.87 batters per 9.0IP, the second-best such mark of his career behind 2008 (8.93K/9.0IP). 

Among AL pitchers, finished third in winning percentage (.714), seventh in strikeouts and opponents batting 
average (.238) and tied for 10th in wins...led Yankees pitchers in strikeouts, was second in IP (Kuroda-219.2), and 
third in wins (Phil Hughes-16 and Kuroda-16) and ERA (Pettitte-2.87 and Kuroda-3.32)...received four no-decisions 
in starts in which he left the game with a lead.

It wasn't until the 19th season in franchise history (after moving to New York from Baltimore prior to the 1903 season) that the 
Yankees won their first American League pennant, finishing 98-55, 4.5 games ahead of Cleveland. The club was led by Babe 
Ruth, who batted .378 (204-for-540) with 59 home runs and a career-high 171 RBI. Carl Mays (27-5), Waite Hoyt (19-13) and Bob 
Shawkey (18-12) fronted a pitching staff that allowed the fewest earned runs in the American League (579). In the World Series, 
the last of Baseball’s three-year experiment with a nine-game format, the Yankees were defeated 5-games-to-3 by the Giants, 
with whom they shared the Polo Grounds. Hoyt, who lost Game 8, 1-0, on an unearned run in the first inning, went 2-1 (27.0IP) 
in three complete games. Injuries suffered by Ruth in Game 2 (cut arm while sliding, which later became infected) and Game 5 
(wrenched knee) limited him to just one pinch-hitting plate appearance in the final three games of the Series.

The 1977 Yankees went 100-62 during the regular season, winning the American League East by 2/2 games under manager 
Billy Martin. The club was led by team captain Thurman Munson, who hit .314 with 18 HR and 100 RBI, while the power was 
provided by Graig Nettles (.255, 37HR, 107RBl) and Reggie Jackson (.296, 32HR, 110RBI). Sparky Lyle won the AL Cy Young 
Award, going 13-5 in 72 appearances (137.1IP) out of the bullpen. While no Yankee won more than 16 games, six pitchers 
won at least 10 (also Figueroa-16, Guidry-16, Gullett-14, Torrez-14, Lyle-13, Tidrow-11). Amazingly, the club reached 100 wins 
despite starting the season, 2-8. The feat was only made possible by having one of the best late-season stretches in baseball 
history, with the club going a 41-13 over their final 54 games. They capped their season with a ninth-inning comeback in 
the deciding Game 5 of the ALCS at Kansas City, along with Jackson’s signature three-homer performance in Game 6 of the 
World Series vs. the Dodgers, which ended a 14-year championship drought dating to 1963.

any baseball writers and historians consider the 
\ / 1927 Yankees the greatest baseball team of all 
time. With a lineup known as Murderers’ Row, 
the club marched to a 110-44 regular season record, 
leading the AL from wire-to-wire and finishing ahead of 
the second-place Philadelphia A’s by 19.0 games. The club 
featured seven future Hall of Famers — outfielders Babe 
Ruth and Earle Combs, first baseman Lou Gehrig, second 
baseman Tony Lazzeri, pitchers Waite Hoyt and Herb 
Pennock, and manager Miller Huggins. Additionally, the 
team was constructed by an eighth Hall-of-Famer, general 
manager Ed Barrow. 

Ruth had his signature 
season, hitting 60 home 
runs, including 17 inf 
September. With his final 
blast of the year off the 
Washington Senators’ Tom 
Zachary, he surpassed his 
own single-season record 
of 59 set in 1921. Ruth also led the Majors in on-base 
percentage (.486), slugging pct. (.772), runs (158), walks 
(137) and strikeouts (89). 

Hitting behind Ruth in the clean-up spot, Gehrig 
won the AL MVP Award, batting .373 with 175 RBI, 117 
extra-base hits and 447 total bases. While this marked 
Gehrig's breakout season, his winning the award had 
a lot to do with the rules of the time, which prohibited 
a repeat winner (Ruth had won in 1923). Nevertheless 
Gehrig's totals for extra-base hits, total bases and RBI are 
the second-highest, third-highest and tied for the fourth- 
highest, respectively, in a single season in Baseball history. 

As a club, the Yankees led the Majors in almost every 
offensive category, including runs (976), triples (103), 


home runs (158), walks (642), batting average (.307), on- 
base percentage (.384) and slugging percentage (.488). 
Ruth and Gehrig alone tallied 107 combined homers, 
just two shy of the New York Giants, who had the second- 
most as a team in the Majors. 

For all the attention that the hitters received, the 
pitchers were every bit as good. They led the Majors with 
a 3.20 combined ERA and allowed the third fewest walks 
(409) and homers (42) among the Majors’ 16 teams. They 
tossed 82 complete games (second in the AL) and led 
their league with 11 shutouts. 

The group was paced 
by Hoyt, who had the 
best overall season of his 
career, going 22-7 with 
a 2.64 ERA and tying for 
the AL lead in wins. Urban 
Shocker, a four-time 
former 20-game winner 
with the St. Louis Browns, 
went 18-6 with a 2.84 ERA, while dealing with a mitral 
valve disorder that forced him to sleep sitting up and 
contributed to his death the following year. 

The biggest surprise on the staff was Wilcy Moore -a 
player Barrow discovered in 1926 while reading minor 
league statistics in the Sporting News. Moore became a 
spot starter as well as the Yankees’ principal all-purpose 
relief pitcher, tossing 213.0 innings (93.0 as a starter, 
120.0 as a reliever), going 19-7 and leading the Majors 
with a 2.28 ERA. 

The Yankees capped off their season with a four-game 
World Series sweep of Pittsburgh, outscoring the Pirates 
23-10. Ruth hit the only two homers of the Series and 
Moore tossed a complete game in the clincher. %
